- BEING A CHILDMINDER - 
WHAT IT ACTUALLY MEANS 
Registering to become a Childminder Is not a decision to be 
taken lightly. It is a very involved process, a job that can only 
be done with a genuine love for children. We must be 
registered with OFSTED, including being approved by them 
on a pre-registration inspection, having insurance to protect 
our business against all the vulnerabilities, having a police 
check (DBS) on everyone in the household over 16 years, 
having ICO protection for storing data, following the EYFS, 
tracking development, bringing them forward, nurturing, 
comforting and keeping them safe. We do the paperwork 
required - usually above and beyond - because we try to be 
the best we can. We are trained in first aid, safeguarding and 
attend a course to allow us to become a childminder. We 
even have a health declaration done. 

Once we are registered, there is the actual "day in the life of 
a childminder" which no course can prepare you for. It's a 
whirlwind from the minute you get out of bed until you 
finally sit down at the end of the day. Each day starts long 
before the children arrive and finishes long after they have 
left. We have a room to prepare, make safe, activities to 
prepare and breakfast to serve. Once the doorbell rings our 
focus is the children - forever wishing those eyes in the back 
of the head were a reality! We never forget that we are 
being trusted with a person's most treasured possession, 
and we keep them safe like we do our own. We mop up 
spills, kiss grazed knees, give cuddles, provide reassurance, 
remember their favourite toy or song, stop arguments by 
being firm but fair, recognise when a child is sad and needs 
extra hugs. We delight at the smiles and laughter from the 
children every day. 

Days are filled with school runs, preparing snacks, tidying 
toys away and bringing out new exciting things, trips to the 
park, permanently counting heads to make sure all children 
are there, we play in the garden, we bake, we have lunch 
and naps, doing it all again in the afternoon, preparing 
dinner and home time. 

We fill in diaries, write observations, tick off that next step, 
feeling so proud of what they've achieved. We take photos 
so parents can see their child's day and be a part of it, we 
talk to parents and reassure them, forever building a parent- 
childcarer relationship.

Using an ATM is a quick and convenient way to access 
your money, but inevitably it can attract fraudsters and 
thiefs who want to steal from you. While

and stole her card, we want to offer some 


advice about staying safe when accessing your money. 
The safest way is to plan ahead and get cashback with 
your shopping. However, if you use a machine - 

1) choose an ATM in a well-lit and busy area or take 
a friend with you. 

If you see anyone hanging around suspiciously, report it to 
the police (101). 

2) check the machine before using it 

- A false front over the card slot can skim your details or a 
small camera could read your PIN. 

Avoid any machine that has been tampered with or 
vandalised and report it immediately. 

3) protect your PIN 

- While inputting the numbers place the other hand over the 
keypad as a shield. 

- Don't have it written down. 

- Never reveal it to anyone, not even bank staff or police. 

4) Do not be distracted. 

- Ignore anyone talking to you and concentrate on your card 
and money so no-one can steal them. 

5) Never accept help from strangers, however helpful 
they may appear and even if you are having problems. 

- If your card gets stuck, don’t leave it. Report it 
nnmediately using your mobile phone or if your friend is 
there one can remain at the ATM while the other goes to 
report it. 

- Strangers may offer to help but they can't so don't trust 
them or give them your PIN. 

6 ) Always select 'yes' for a receipt and check it against 
your bank statement. 

Your bank should compmsate any loss but it's up to you to 
report it.
